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GENERAL  INFORMATION 

The  General  Course  (Extension)  leads  to  a B.A.  Degree  through  winter  evening 
classes  and/or  the  Summer  Session  (day-time).  Four  subjects  may  be  taken  in  a 
calendar  year,  and  sixteen  subj’ects  are  required  to  complete  die  degree.  The 
Academic  Fee  is  $75  for  each  subject. 

Who  May  Apply? 

Anyone  who  is  at  least  18  years  of  age  and  who  is  unable  to  attend  this  University 
in  the  usual  way  may  apply  for  admission  to  the  General  Course  (Extension).  He 
should  possess  the  admission  requirements  listed  below.  A student  who  has  twice 
failed  the  work  of  his  First  Year  at  this  or  another  University  will  not  be  admitted. 

Types  of  Student 

(1)  REGULAR  STUDENTS  (“credit”)— those  who  are  proceeding  to  a B.A.  degree 
in  the  General  Course  (Extension).  They  must  possess  the  admission  require- 
ments outlined  below. 

(2)  SPECIAL  STUDENTS  ( “non-credit” ) —those  who  are  not  proceeding  to  a B.A. 
degree  in  this  Course.  They  may  receive  credit  elsewhere,  or  may  wish  to  study 
merely  for  interest.  They  must  possess  the  same  admission  requirements  as  a 
Regular  (“credit”)  Student  or  provide  written  evidence  that  they  are  enrolled 
in  another  University. 

NOTE:— applicants  who  are  at  least  25  years  of  age  on  October  1 of  the  current 
academic  year  may  request  special  consideration  if  they  have  not  completed 
the  full  admission  requirements  listed  below.  A birth  certificate  must  be  sub- 
mitted with  their  application. 


ADMISSION  REQUIREMENTS 

A candidate  for  admission  to  the  Faculty  of  Arts  must  present  Ontario  Grade  XIII 
certificates  (or  equivalent)  for  at  least  one  subject  from  each  of  the  following  five 
groups,  with  an  average  of  at  least  third  class  honours  or  sixty  per  cent  in  the  nine 
papers: 

(1)  English 

(2)  Latin  or  Mathematics  (two  of  Algebra,  Geometry,  Trigonometry) 

(3)  One  of:  French  Italian  or  Spanish 

German  Latin 

Greek 

( 4 ) A language  or 

Mathematics  and  Sciences  (two  of  Algebra,  Geometry,  Trigonometry, 
Botany,  Chemistry,  Physics,  Zoology ) 

(5)  One  of:  History  (one  paper) 

Music  Mathematics  ( one  paper ) 

a language  Science  ( one  paper ) 

For  admission  to  the  General  Course  (Extension)  a subject  may  give  credit  in 
only  one  group  above,  viz.,  if  Latin  is  chosen  in  (2),  it  may  not  be  chosen  in  (3)  or 
(4)  or  (5). 

The  following  certificates  are  usually  accepted  as  equivalent  to  Ontario  Grade  XIII. 
See  above  for  specific  subjects  required. 

Alberta,  Manitoba,  Nova  Scotia,  Saskatchewan— Grade  XII. 

British  Columbia,  New  Brunswick— Grade  XIII. 

Quebec— Senior  High  School  Leaving  Certificate  or  McGill  Senior  School  Certificate. 

Prince  Edward  Island— Third  Year  Certificate  of  Prince  of  Wales  College. 

Newfoundland— First  Year  Memorial  University. 
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United  Kingdom— General  Certificate  of  Education  showing  at  least  4 subjects  at 
Ordinary  level  and  2 subjects,  appropriate  to  the  course  sought,  at  Advanced 
level. 

United  States— A U.S.  High  School  Graduation  Diploma  will  not  admit  to  any 
course.  First  year  college  credits  in  the  required  subjects  from  approved 
institutions  will  be  accepted  as  the  equivalent  of  Ontario  Grade  XIII. 

How  to  Apply  for  Admission  to  the  General  Course  (Extension) 

(1)  REGULAR  STUDENTS— New  students  may  obtain  application  forms  for  Ad- 
mission to  the  Faculty  of  Arts  from  The  Registrar,  Simcoe  Hall,  University  of 
Toronto  or  from  the  Division  of  University  Extension,  65  St.  George  Street, 
Toronto  5.  These  should  be  returned  to  the  Registrar,  Simcoe  Hall,  University 
of  Toronto,  Toronto  5,  as  soon  as  possible  before  the  beginning  of  lectures. 
Applications  received  after  September  15  may  not  be  considered  for  admission 
to  the  Winter  Session. 

In  order  to  complete  their  applications  for  admission,  students  must  also  send 
(1)  academic  certificates  (Ontario  Grade  XIII  or  equivalent),  (2)  official 
transcripts  from  other  Universities,  (3)  any  other  evidence  of  ability  to  take  the 
work  proposed,  (4)  birth  certificate  (for  students  25  years  of  age  or  more  who 
lack  the  full  admission  requirements). 

(2)  SPECIAL  STUDENTS— Application  forms  for  Special  Students  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Division  of  University  Extension,  65  St.  George  Street,  Toronto  5. 
They  should  be  returned  to  the  Office  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  University  of 
Toronto,  Toronto  5.  A student  from  another  university  should  obtain  a letter 
from  his  Registrar  confirming  his  enrolment  and  need  for  such  credit.  When  the 
applicant  has  been  informed  by  letter  of  his  acceptance  as  a Special  Student,  he 
should  return  the  Fees  and  Registration  Form  for  enrolment  in  classes  to  the 
Division  of  University  Extension,  65  St.  George  Street,  Toronto  5.  This  must 
be  accompanied  by  the  required  fees  before  the  beginning  of  lectures.  (See 
information  about  Enrolment  in  Classes  below). 

All  applicants  are  required  to  submit  evidence  acceptable  to  the  University  of 

Toronto  of  facility  in  English.  The  following  is  acceptable: 

(a)  Standing,  in  accordance  with  the  Admission  Requirements,  in  English  in  the 
Ontario  Grade  XIII  Certificate,  or  other  certificates  recognized  by  the  University 
of  Toronto  as  equivalent. 

(b)  The  Certificate  of  Proficiency  in  English  issued  by  the  Universities  of  Cam- 
bridge or  Michigan,  or  satisfactory  achievement  in  the  University  of  Michigan 
English  Language  Test.  (Details  regardng  the  foregoing  may  be  secured  from 
the  Registrar,  University  of  Toronto. ) 

The  University  is  prepared  to  consider  other  evidence  that  may  be  submitted. 

How  to  Enrol  in  Classes 

WINTER  SESSION 

(1)  REGISTRATION  FORMS 

Forms  for  enrolling  in  evening  classes  (Winter  Session)  may  be  obtained 
from  the  General  Course  (Extension),  65  St.  George  Street,  Toronto  5,  or  by 
telephoning  WA  3-6611,  locals  300,  310.  These  should  be  returned  by  the  first 
of  September  with  the  academic  fee  in  full. 

(2)  APPLICATION  FOR  EXAMINATIONS  (MAY) 

Forms  for  the  Spring  Examinations  should  be  filled  out  when  enrolling.  A late 
penalty  fee  of  One  Dollar  will  be  charged  for  all  such  applications  received 
after  December  1st.  NO  APPLICATIONS  FOR  THE  SPRING  EXAMINATIONS 
WILL  BE  ACCEPTED  AFTER  JANUARY  1st. 
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SUMMER  SESSION 

(1)  PREPARATION  BY  CORRESPONDENCE 

Students  who  wish  to  take  more  than  one  subject  in  the  Summer  Session  must 
take  preparatory  work  by  correspondence  during  the  previous  winter.  Application 
Forms  for  Correspondence  Preparation  should  be  returned  in  September.  NO 
APPLICATION  WILL  BE  ACCEPTED  AFTER  DECEMBER  1st. 

(2)  APPLICATION  FORMS 

Forms  for  enrolling  in  the  Summer  Session  may  be  obtained  from  the  General 
Course  (Extension),  65  St.  George  Street,  Toronto  5,  or  by  telephone 
(WA.  3-6611,  locals  300,  310).  These  should  be  returned  with  the  full  academic 
fee  by  the  first  of  June. 

(3)  APPLICATION  FOR  EXAMINATIONS  (AUGUST) 

Forms  for  the  August  Examinations  should  be  filled  out  at  the  time  of  enrol- 
ment for  the  Summer  Session.  NO  APPLICATION  WILL  BE  ACCEPTED 
AFTER  JULY  15. 

LATE  REGISTRATION 

A fee  of  $10.00  will  be  charged  for  all  late  registrations  (after  September  22, 
1959). 

ADMIT-TO-LECTURES  CARD 

Students  must  present  their  Admit-to-Lectures  Card  when  attending  lectures, 
writing  examinations  or  borrowing  books  from  the  Main  Library.  It  will  be  issued 
only  when  the  fees  have  been  paid  in  full  and  the  choice  of  subjects  has  been 
approved  by  the  Division  of  University  Extension.  The  University  reserves  the  right  to 
refund  the  fees  for  subjects  that  have  not  been  correctly  chosen.  Students  who  wish 
to  change  subjects  must  return  their  card  promptly  for  alteration.  A student  may 
use  the  receipt  for  his  fees  in  place  of  his  Admit-to-Lectures  Card  until  he  has 
received  the  latter. 


FEES 

Payment  for  all  subjects  must  be  made  in  September.  Summer  Session  fees  must 
be  paid  in  full  by  June  1st. 

Cheques  and  Postal  Orders  should  be  made  payable  to  the  “University  of 
Toronto”  and  be  at  par,  Toronto.  Please  do  not  send  cash  by  unregistered  mail.

For  granting  academic  credit  in  the  General  Course  (Extension)  for

Equivalent  certificate  fee  (payable  by  students  who  submit  non-Ontario 

certificates  to  cover  admission  requirements)  5.00 


*This  includes  tuition  and  examination  fees  and,  on  graduation,  the  degree  fee,  as 
well  as  the  library  fee  which  entitles  the  student  to  use  the  Main  Library  and  the 
Reading  Room  of  University  College. 

The  above  fees  do  not  include  athletic  privileges,  Health  Service  or  the  use  of 
Hart  House,  since  these  privileges  are  not  available  to  part-time  students. 

WITHDRAWALS 

STUDENTS  are  held  financially  responsible  for  all  courses  in  which  they  enrol 
in  September  unless  they  officially  withdraw.  Merely  ceasing  to  attend  classes  does 
not  constitute  an  official  withdrawal.  As  soon  as  possible,  students  must  notify  the 
Director  in  writing.  Requests  for  refunds  must  be  made  within  six  weeks  of  with- 
drawal from  a course  in  the  Winter  Session. 
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BOOKS  AND  LIBRARY 

TEXT-BOOKS  should  be  owned  by  the  student.  They  can  be  purchased  at  the 
University  of  Toronto  Press  Bookstore. 

REFERENCE  BOOKS  may  be  borrowed  as  follows: 

(a)  Two  weeks  from  the  Central  Circulation  Desk  in  the  Main  Library. 

(b)  One  week  for  the  special  books  reserved  for  students  of  the  General 
Course  (Extension)  in  the  Wallace  Room. 

(c)  Overnight  from  the  Wallace  Room  in  the  Main  Library. 

In  addition  to  the  above  mentioned  reading  rooms,  students  may  use  the 
Toronto  Reference  Library  at  the  corner  of  College  and  St.  George  Streets. 

EXAMINATIONS 

THE  ANNUAL  EXAMINATIONS  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  will  begin  on  April  18 
and  end  May  7,  1960.  Each  student  is  required  to  fill  in  an  application  for  ex- 
amination in  the  subject  or  subjects  he  wishes  to  write  and  submit  it  to  the  Division 
of  University  Extension  by  December  1,  1959.  After  this  date  a penalty  fee  of  One 
Dollar  is  imposed  for  the  late  application  until  January  1,  1960,  after  which  no 
applications  will  be  accepted. 

THE  SUPPLEMENTAL  EXAMINATIONS  in  the  faculty  of  Arts  are  held  in 
August,  at  the  end  of  the  Summer  Session.  Candidates  for  these  examinations  are 
required  to  fill  in  application  forms  and  submit  them  to  the  Department  of  University 
Extension  not  later  than  July  15th. 

APPLICATION  FORMS:  It  is  suggested  that  students  fill  in  the  application  for 
examination  when  applying  for  courses  at  the  beginning  of  the  session.  Forms  will 
be  supplied,  on  request,  by  the  Division  of  University  Extension. 

A TIME-TABLE  is  issued  approximately  two  weeks  before  each  examination 
period.  A copy  is  mailed  to  the  address  specified  by  the  candidate  on  his  application 
for  examination.  Students  who  do  not  receive  copies  are  advised  to  consult  the  time- 
tables posted  in  the  Faculty  office  when  calling  for  examination  numbers. 

EXAMINATION  NUMBERS:  Examinations  are  entirely  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  Faculty  of  Arts.  Candidates  write  under  ‘examination  numbers’,  which  will  be 
issued  to  students  who  apply  in  person  at  the  time  specified  in  the  examination  time- 
table and  who  present  admit-to-lecture  cards. 

RESULTS:  The  Examination  results  are  issued  on  a mimeographed  list,  a copy 
of  which  is  mailed  to  each  candidate. 
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SUMMER  SESSION  1960 


The  Summer  Sessions  are  open  to: 

(a)  Teachers. 

( b ) Others  approved  by  the  Council. 

(c)  Daytime  students  who  have  received  permission  from  the  Council  to  attend  the 
Summer  Session. 

Since  the  Summer  Session  is  of  only  six  weeks  duration,  students  are  required  to 
attend  lectures  and,  under  the  conditions  outlined  below,  to  do  some  preparatory 
work  by  correspondence. 


CORRESPONDENCE  PREPARATION 

(1)  A student  may  take  one  subject  in  the  Summer  Session  without  having  done 
correspondence  preparation  at  this  University. 

(2)  A student  may  take  two  subjects  if  he  has  completed  correspondence  preparation 
in  one  of  them.  If  these  include  a foreign  language,  the  preparation  must  be 
done  in  that  language. 

(3)  A student  may  take  three  subjects  if  correspondence  preparation  has  been 
completed  in  all  three. 

APPLICATION  FORMS 

Application  Forms  with  the  required  fee  should  be  sent  to  the  Director,  General 
Course  (Extension),  65  St.  George  St.,  Toronto  5,  at  the  beginning  of  the  Fall  Term. 
No  applications  will  be  accepted  after  December  1st. 

NOTE:  to  avoid  choosing  subjects  which  are  given  at  the  same  hour  one  should 
consult  the  Time  Table  for  the  Summer  Session. 

FEES  FOR  CORRESPONDENCE 

Correspondence  preparation  per  subject  $10.00 

No  refunds  will  be  issued  after  March  1st. 

ASSIGNMENT  BULLETINS 

All  assignment  bulletins  will  be  sent  to  applicants  in  October.  The  first  bulletin 
must  be  submitted  by  December  15th,  the  others  by  May  31st  (except  those  done 
in  Spanish  and  History,  which  will  not  be  accepted  after  April  1st).  Between 
December  and  this  final  date  at  least  one  bulletin  must  be  submitted  each  month. 

BOOKS 

Text-books,  essay  paper  and  suitable  envelopes  for  returning  answers  to  assign- 
ments may  be  purchased  from  the  University  or  Toronto  Press  Bookstore,  University 
of  Toronto.  A charge  account  for  payment  of  books  and  supplies  may  be  established 
with  the  Bookstore. 

The  Division  of  University  Extension  maintains  a lending  library  for  its 
correspondence  students.  Text-books  are  not  loaned  but  reference  books  may  be 
borrowed  for  a two- weeks'  period.  Teachers  may  also  obtain  registration  cards  and 
borrow  books  from  the  Legislative  Library,  Provincial  Parliament  Buildings,  Queen's 
Park,  Toronto. 
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HOW  TO  CHOOSE  SUBJECTS 


The  minimum  time  required  to  complete  the  full  course  by  part-time  study  is 
four  years. 

To  qualify  for  the  degree  a student  must  obtain  standing  in  sixteen  courses, 
six  in  the  First  Year  and  five  in  each  of  the  Second  and  Third  Years.  In  making 
the  selection  of  subjects  for  the  First  Year  the  student  must  keep  in  mind  the 
regulations  governing  the  choice  of  subjects  in  the  Second  and  Third  Years  and 
must  take  the  subject  in  which  he  intends  to  concentrate. 

FIRST  YEAR 

(a)  At  least  one  subject  shall  be  selected  from  each  of  the  four  groups. 

( b ) One  language  other  than  English  shall  be  taken.  (English  is  not  com- 
pulsory. ) 

(c)  Only  one  language  in  which  the  student  has  no  Grade  XIII  standing  may 
be  taken. 

( d ) No  more  than  two  languages  other  than  English  may  be  taken. 

(e)  Students  are  strongly  urged  to  complete  as  many  subjects  of  the  First  Year 
as  possible  before  any  Second  Year  work  is  taken.  This  will  enable  them  to 
make  their  choice  of  a subject  of  concentration  more  intelligently.  It  will 
also  facilitate  transfers  to  the  regular  General  Course  in  one  of  the  Arts 
Colleges.

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HOW  TO  CHOOSE  SUBJECTS 
IN  THE 

SECOND  & THIRD  YEARS 


1.  (a)  Subjects  in  each  Year  must  be  chosen  from  at  least  three  groups. 

( b ) In  addition  to  the  courses  in  the  subject  of  concentration  three  other 
subjects  shall  be  chosen.  Two  of  these  three  subjects  shall  be  chosen  from 
groups  outside  that  in  which  the  subject  of  concentration  falls. 

(c)  The  subject  of  concentration  and  at  least  two  of  the  three  other  subjects 
chosen  in  Second  Year  shall  be  continued  in  the  Third  Year. 


SUBJECT  OF  CONCENTRATION 

Students  in  the  General  Course  (Department  of  Extension)  must  choose  their 
courses  to  form  a “Subject  of  Concentration”.  This  consists  of  five  courses  as  follows: 

(a)  one  course  of  this  subject  in  the  First  Year 
and  ( b ) two  courses  of  this  subject  in  the  Second  Year 
and  (c)  two  courses  of  this  subject  in  the  Third  Year. 

Example:  if  the  Subject  of  Concentration  is  “French”, 

First  Year:  French  la 

Second  Year:  French  2a  (regular  course)  + French  2b  (concentration  course) 
Third  Year:  French  3a  (regular  course)  -f-  French  3b  (concentration  course) 

This  applies  to  all  subjects  except  the  Sciences  that  are  given  only  in  one-year 
courses  (e.g.,  Astronomy,  Botany,  etc.). 


ORDER  OF  COURSES 

1.  A student  may  not  enrol  in  either  of  the  Third  Year  courses  which  constitute 
his  subject  of  concentration  before  he  has  standing  in  at  least  the  regular  course 
of  the  Second  Year.  He  may  enrol  in  the  regular  course  of  the  Third  Year  before 
enrolling  in  the  concentration  course  of  the  Second  Year.  However,  he  may  not 
enrol  in  the  concentration  course  of  the  Third  Year  until  he  has  obtained  stand- 
ing in  his  full  subject  of  concentration  at  Second  Year  level. 

2.  A student  may  enrol  for  his  subject  of  concentration  in  the  Second  Year  before 
taking  any  other  subjects  of  that  Year  and  he  may  continue  with  his  subject  of 
concentration  in  the  Third  Year  without  having  taken  any  other  Second  or  Third 
Year  subjects.  If  he  so  desires,  however,  a student  may  complete  all  the  ordinary 
subjects  of  the  Second  and  Third  Years  before  commencing  the  Second  Year 
subject  of  concentration. 

3.  It  is  desirable  that  the  courses  which  constitute  the  subject  of  concentration  in 
each  year  be  taken  concurrently,  or,  if  this  is  not  possible  that  the  concentration 
course  be  taken  subsequent  to  the  regular  course  of  the  same  year.  However, 
the  concentration  course  may  be  taken  before  the  regular  course  of  the  same  year 
in  all  subjects  except  Anthropology,  Art  and  Archaeology,  French,  Italian  and 
Spanish. 
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STANDING  IN  SUBJECT  OF  CONCENTRATION 


In  order  to  obtain  standing  in  the  subject  of  concentration  of  the  Second  or  Third 
Year,  a student  must  obtain  an  average  of  60%  in  the  two  courses  of  which  that 
subject  is  composed,  and  not  less  than  50%  in  either  one. 

A student  who  has  failed  to  obtain  standing  in  his  subject  of  concentration  may 
rewrite  this  subject  once,  and  if  he  fails  to  obtain  standing  a second  time,  he  shall  be 
required  to  withdraw  from  the  General  Course  (Department  of  Extension).  He  may 
rewrite  one  or  both  courses  which  constitute  his  subject  of  concentration.  If  he 
wishes,  he  may,  before  rewriting,  re-enrol  for  instruction  in  his  subject  of  concentra- 
tion (after  failing  once).  Note:  He  should  rewrite  both  courses  at  one  set  of 
examinations. 


CHANGING  THE  SUBJECT  OF  CONCENTRATION 

A student  who  has  failed  once  to  obtain  standing  in  his  subject  of  concentration 
may  change  that  subject  and  write  the  new  subject  of  concentration  twice.  If  he 
fails  to  obtain  standing  in  the  new  subject  of  concentration  after  two  attempts,  he 
will  similarly  be  required  to  withdraw  from  the  course.  He  will  be  permitted  to 
change  his  subject  of  concentration  only  once. 

A student  who  changes  his  subject  of  concentration  and  meets  the  requirements 
for  at  least  Grade  D standing  in  the  regular  course  taken  as  part  of  his  first  subject  of 
concentration,  may  count  this  course  as  a regular  subject  towards  his  degree. 
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ENROLMENT  IN  CLASSES 


1.  In  the  First  and  Second  Years  a class  will  be  organized  in  each  subject  in  which 
there  is  an  enrolment  of  at  least  twenty  students,  by  September  10th  in  the 
evening  lectures,  and  by  June  10th  in  the  summer  session  lectures. 

2.  A student  will  not  be  allowed  to  enrol  in  more  than  three  subjects  during  either 
a regular  or  a Summer  Session,  or  in  more  than  four  subjects  during  one  calendar 
year  (September  to  August,  inclusive). 

3.  A student  will  not  be  allowed  to  enrol  in  the  Second  or  Third  Year  of  a subject 
in  a sequence  unless  he  has  obtained  standing  or  has  a satisfactory  term  mark 
in  that  subject  in  the  First  or  Second  Year,  respectively,  except  by  special 
permission. 


TERM  MARKS  AND  EXAMINATIONS 


1.  A candidate  will  not  be  allowed  to  present  himself  for  examination  in  any 
subject  until  he  has  attended  evening  lectures  in  the  subject  during  one  regular 
session  or  until  he  has  completed  the  correspondence  preparation  and  attended  a 
Summer  Session  in  the  subject,  except  under  the  circumstances  in  regard  to 
attendance  for  one  subject  in  the  Summer  Session. 

2.  A student  who  has  obtained  a satisfactory  term  mark  in  a subject  may  write 
upon  that  subject  at  any  examination.  A student  who  has  not  obtained  a satis- 
factory term  mark  in  a subject  ( other  than  English,  Geography  or  a Science ) may 
write  upon  that  subject,  and  will  be  granted  standing  in  it,  provided  his  exami- 
nation mark  is  sufficiently  in  excess  of  fifty  per  cent  to  overcome  his  deficient 
term  mark.  To  obtain  a new  (or  higher)  term  mark,  a student  must  re-enrol  in 
that  subject. 

3.  In  English,  in  Geography  and  in  the  Sciences,  a term  mark  of  at  least  fifty  per 
cent  is  compulsory,  without  which  it  is  useless  to  write  an  examination.  To 
obtain  standing  in  these  subjects  a student  must  re-enrol  and  obtain  a new 
(and  satisfactory)  term  mark.  Subsequently,  he  must  write  a supplemental 
examination. 

4.  All  term  mark  assignments  must  be  submitted  before  the  beginning  of  the 
examinations. 

5.  In  order  to  receive  credit  in  a General  Course  subject,  other  than  the  subject 
of  concentration,  a candidate  must  obtain  at  an  annual  examination  at  least 
fifty  per  cent  of  the  examination  marks  as  well  as  fifty  per  cent  of  the  aggregate 
of  the  term  and  examination  marks  in  that  subject.  In  order  to  receive  credit  in 
the  subject  of  concentration  a candidate  shall  obtain  an  average  of  sixty  per 
cent  in  the  two  courses  of  which  that  subject  is  composed,  and  not  less  than 
fifty  per  cent  in  either  one.  A successful  candidate  is  graded  as  A or  B or 
C or  D.  For  Grade  A a candidate  must  obtain  at  least  seventy-five  per  cent, 
for  grade  B at  least  sixty-six  per  cent,  for  grade  C at  least  sixty  per  cent,  for 
grade  D at  least  fifty  per  cent  of  the  marks  assigned  to  a subject.

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EXAMINATIONS 


1.  Applications  for  the  Spring  examination  should  be  sent  to  the  Director  of  Uni- 
versity Extension  by  December  1st.  Students  who  submit  applications  after  that 
date  will  be  required  to  pay  a late  penalty  fee.  After  January  1st  applications  for 
the  May  examinations  are  not  acceptable.  Applications  for  the  August  examination 
must  be  submitted  on  or  before  July  15th.  Examinations  are  entirely  under  the 
Secretary,  Faculty  of  Arts  and  the  examination  numbers  under  which  candi- 
dates write  must  be  obtained  from  the  Secretary’s  Office  prior  to  the  candidate’s 
first  examination,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  given  in  the  examination 
time-table.  Students  are  required  to  show  their  admit-to-lectures  cards  when 
claiming  their  examination  numbers  and  when  writing  examinations. 

2.  As  there  is  now  no  separate  examination  fee,  there  are  no  refunds  given  to 
students  who  apply  for  examinations  but  do  not  write.  Such  students,  however, 
should  notify  the  Division  of  University  Extension  in  writing,  on  or  before  April 
15th  in  the  case  of  the  May  examinations,  and  on  or  before  August  1st  in  the 
case  of  the  August  examinations,  that  they  do  not  intend  to  write. 

3.  The  May  examinations  are  held  at  the  University  and  at  the  following  centres: 
Vancouver,  Edmonton,  Calgary,  Saskatoon,  Regina,  Winnipeg,  Kenora,  Port 
Arthur,  Sault  Ste  Marie,  Kapuskasing,  North  Bay,  Kirkland  Lake,  Windsor, 
London,  Kingston,  Ottawa,  Montreal,  Quebec,  Fredericton,  Halifax,  Charlottetown, 
St.  John’s  (Nfld. ).  Requests  for  arrangements  to  write  at  a centre  outside 
Toronto  must  be  made  at  the  time  of  application  for  examination,  i.e.,  not  later 
than  December  1st.  The  August  examinations  commence  within  a week  of 
the  close  of  the  Summer  Session  and  are  written  at  the  University.  Students 
not  in  attendance  at  the  Summer  Session  may  apply  (not  later  than  July  15th) 
and,  provided  arrangements  can  be  made,  may  write  at  one  of  the  Outside 
Centres  mentioned  above. 

4.  Petitions  for  consideration  with  regard  to  the  annual  (May)  or  August  examina- 
tions on  account  of  sickness,  domestic  affliction,  or  other  causes,  must  be  filed 
with  the  Secretary  of  the  Faculty  of  Arts,  Simcoe  Hall,  on  or  before  the  last  day 
of  the  examinations , together  with  a doctors  certificate  stating  that  the  candi- 
date was  examined  at  the  time  of  the  illness,  or  other  evidence. 

Aegrotat  standing  is  seldom  granted  at  the  annual  examinations  in  May, 
unless  the  student  is  also  prevented  by  illness  from  writing  in  August,  or  requires 
Aegrotat  standing  to  complete  his  degree.  If  his  term  work  and  the  medical 
certificate  are  satisfactory,  a student  may  be  granted  Aegrotat  standing  only 
once. 


SUPPLEMENTAL  EXAMINATIONS 

1.  Students  who  are  conditioned  at  the  annual  (May)  examinations  and  who  do 
not  remove  their  condition(s)  at  the  August  examinations  of  the  same  year 
are  required  to  re-enrol  in  the  subject(s)  in  which  they  are  conditioned  before 
being  permitted  to  re-write  the  subject(s)  at  a subsequent  set  of  examinations. 

2.  A student  who  fails  in  a subject  should  make  sure  of  the  content  of  that  subject 
before  writing  the  examination  a second  time.  The  curriculum  may  change  at 
any  time  and  the  only  safeguard  is  the  Arts  Calendar  for  the  current  academic 
year. 
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SUMMER  SESSION 

RESIDENCE  ACCOMMODATION 


Many  students  prefer  to  live  near  the  campus  during  the  Summer  Session. 
Reservations  for  rooms  should  be  made  early.  It  is  suggested  that  interested  students 
write  for  full  information  about  the  availability  and  cost  of  accommodation  not  later 
than  March.  Women  students  may  apply  to  any  of  the  following:  Dean  of  Women, 
University  College  (Residence,  Whitney  Hall);  Bursar,  Trinity  College  (Residence, 
St.  Hilda’s  College);  Dean  of  Women,  Victoria  University  (Annesley  Hall  Residence). 
Men  students  may  write:  Offices,  Men’s  Residences,  Room  222,  Simcoe  Hall  (Resi- 
dences: The  Sir  Daniel  Wilson  Residence  and  Devonshire  House);  Bursar,  Victoria 
University;  Bursar,  Trinity  College;  Dean  of  Residence,  St.  Michael’s  College.  Room 
rates  are  reasonable,  but  meals  are  not  served  in  the  residences  during  the  summer. 


REDUCED  RAILWAY  FARES 

For  many  years  the  railways  have  offered  reduced  rates  to  students.  At  the  time 
of  publication  of  this  booklet  it  is  too  early  to  ascertain  whether  this  privilege  will  be 
extended  to  students  who  enrol  in  the  1960  Summer  Session.  However,  it  is  suggested 
that  students  inquire  from  the  local  ticket  agent  if  “Standard  Certificates”  are 
available.  Such  certificates,  if  signed  by  an  authorized  person,  have,  in  the  past, 
entitled  students  who  purchased  a ‘one-way’  ticket  to  buy  the  return  ticket  for  one- 
half  the  regular  one-way  fare. 


THE  WILLIAM  JAMES  DUNLOP  BURSARY 

As  a tribute  to  the  long  service  of  Dr.  W.  J.  Dunlop,  who  for  thirty  years  was 
Director  of  University  Extension,  and  in  appreciation  of  his  leadership  in  education 
in  Ontario,  colleagues  and  associates,  on  his  retirement  in  June  1951,  established  a 
fund  in  the  Faculty  of  Arts  to  be  known  as  the  William  James  Dunlop  Bursary. 

This  Bursary,  of  the  value  of  $100,  is  available  only  to  elementary  school  teachers 
in  Northern  and  Northwestern  Ontario  who  have  credit  for  at  least  two  subjects  in 
the  Pass  Course  for  Teachers  or  the  General  Course  (Extension).  To  be  eligible,  a 
student  (having  completed  the  required  Correspondence  Preparation)  must  enrol 
for  two  or  more  subjects  in  the  Summer  Session  immediately  following  the  award. 

This  Bursary  may  be  held  only  once  by  any  student.  Application  forms  may  be 
obtained  from  the  Director,  University  Extension,  University  of  Toronto,  Toronto  5, 
Ontario,  and  must  be  returned  not  later  than  March  15. 


THE  HARRIET  M.  LATTER  BURSARY 

The  Harriet  M.  Latter  Bursary,  in  memory  of  the  first  Secretary  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  University  Extension,  of  the  value  of  approximately  $125,  is  available 
annually  to  a teacher  enrolled  in  the  General  Course  (Extension)  who  has  com- 
pleted, with  reasonably  good  standing,  at  least  four  subjects  in  that  Course.  On  the 
recommendation  of  the  Division  or  University  Extension,  this  Bursary  will  be 
awarded  to  a student  wishing  to  enrol  in  University  College  or  in  the  School  of 
Graduate  Studies.  Application  should  be  made  to  the  Director  of  University  Extension 
not  later  than  September  15th.

In  addition  to  the  General  Course  (Extension),  the  Division  of  University 

Extension  offers  many  other  courses  and  services.  Readers  of  this  calendar  are 

invited  to  ask  about: 

(1)  Evening  Course  in  Business,  Leading  to  a Certificate.  Providing  instruction  in 
the  basic  principles  of  modern  business,  this  course  is  designed  for  mature  men 
and  women  in  business,  industry,  and  in  the  Civil  Service,  who  are  in,  or  working 
toward,  positions  of  responsibility.  One  or  two  of  the  six  subjects  may  be  under- 
taken each  year.  Six  are  required  for  graduation. 

(2)  Evening  Tutorial  Classes  are  available  for  adults  in  the  Metropolitan  area  of 
Toronto  and  the  surrounding  districts.  The  programme  includes  a wide  range 
of  subjects  in  the  liberal  arts  for  those  who  are  not  seeking  credit.  Special  courses 
are  also  offered  to  meet  the  needs  of  professional  and  semi-professional  groups. 

(3)  Business  and  Industry  Courses  are  designed  to  meet  the  educational  needs  of 
executive  or  supervisory  personnel.  In  general,  these  courses  are  non-credit  and 
there  are  no  academic  requirements  for  enrolment.  In  many  cases  the  enrolment 
is  limited.  Optional  examinations  are  offered  in  some  subjects.  No  certificates 
are  awarded. 

(4)  Correspondence  Courses  are  conducted  for  The  Association  of  Administrative 
Assistants,  The  Canadian  Association  of  Purchasing  Agents,  The  Canadian 
Credit  Institute,  The  Canadian  Institute  of  Realtors,  The  Certified  Public  Ac- 
countants’ Association  of  Ontario,  The  Chartered  Institute  of  Secretaries, 
The  Institute  of  Export,  The  Society  of  Industrial  and  Cost  Accountants.  The 
Division  of  University  Extension  is  also  associated  with  the  Institute  of  Chartered 
Life  Underwriters  of  Canada  in  the  supervision  of  their  C.L.U.  Course.
